Midwest Groups Gives

WASHINGTON, March 8 (UP). 
—Midwestern farm leaders swung 
support to President Roosevelt's ju- 
diciary program today. . 

The farm group announced its 
support of the court program after 
conferring with Roosevelt. They 
declared “agriculture’s greatest 
progress has been thwarted by the 
Supreme Court.” 

The farm leaders, many of them 
heads of state units of the Farm- 
ers’ union, issued a formal state- 
ment of their sympathy with the 
judiciary program. 

The statement by the farm group 
said: 

Farmers, as well as other citi- 
zens, should properly assume that 
the President —re-elected by the 
greatest majority in  history—is 
generally better ‘informed relative 
to the affairs and needs of this na- 
tion than any other person. 

“President Roosevelt has staunch- 
ly supported and advocated all 
farm legislation upon which agri- 
culture could come in common 
agreement. 

“Agriculture’s greatest 
has been thwarted by the Supreme 
Court and we have found no ef- 
fective substitute for that lost legis- 
lation.

This week marks the 80th anniversary of the 
epochal Dred Scott decision of the Supreme Court, 
handed down March 6, 1857, upholding the eternal 
justice of chattel slavery. 

A curious and remarkable meaning attaches to 
our noting the anniversary this year for the de- 
cision upholding slavery was handed down during 
the Administration of President Buchanan.

Healthy Lead 


San Francisco’s Central Labor Union un- 
derstands that we are living in 1937 and not 
in 1881. 

The majority of the delegates to that 
central body know that mass production 
exists as it did not exist when the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor came into being. 

They realize that it is nothing other than 
treason against the interests of the mem- 
bers of the craft unions, to penalize local 
unions for standing for organization of the 
unorganized through militant industrial 
unionism, 

On Friday night Frisco’s central body 
acted in line with this knowledge, which 
seems to be in the possession of most every 
one with the exception of the A. F. of L.’s 
ruling clique. William Green’s mad “or- 
der” to expel all local unions of C. ILO. or- 
ganizations was tabled. The vote by which 
this was done was impressive, 158 to 44. 

San Francisco thereby sets a healthy 
precedent which all other central bodies and 
state federations can do well to follow. Near- 
by Bakersfield did so immediately. 

It is clear that members of the craft 
unions voted heavily against Green’s split- 
ting “orders” in both of these central bodies. 
That is as it should be. The members of 
the craft unions, in locality after locality, 
have already made distinct gains on the wave 
of C.1.0. drives. They could gain much 
more, if their own decrepit top leadership 
were electrified into action for the organi- 
zation of the unorganized instead of wasting 
time in sabotaging such organization.
